The cfty 
stood on an elevation overlooking the 
sea, the whole of the bay of Naples be- 
ing iu view, while in the background 
loomed grim Vesuvius, the destined de- 
stroyer. Close by flowed the liver Sarno, 
u hich was crossed by a bridge. The vpl- 
crino was supposed to be extinct, nnd its 
sides were cultivated all the way up to 
the summit. Grapes were largely grown, 
aud wine making was aa important in- 
dustry in the neighborhood, which like- 
wise produced cabbages famous" for their 
excellence. 


It was the city of the clan of the Ppm- 


peys, founded by the Oseans, an ancient 
Italian tribe, in the sixth century B. C. 
or earlier, afterward conquered by the 
San:uites, a livnl tribe, and evenually 
absorbed by mighty Rome. The culture 
of the people was very Greek. They wor- 
sbjped vniJous Greek gods and used the 
Greek nnmcs for their weights and meas- 
uies.

Small earthquakes were frequent, but 


not much wns thought of them. On the 
5th day of February in the year 63 A. D. v 
there came a tremendous shock, vthicb 
was a warning of what wds to follow. It 
IhroV down a large part of the city, in- 
cluding the beautiful temples of Jupiter, 
Apollo and Isis, but most of the damage 
uas repaiied by the time of the great ca- 
tastrophe. 


The eniption which was destined to bo 


so memorable began early in the morning 
of Feb. 24, 79 A. D. Spectators looking 
from n great distance saw a mighty cloud 
spiead and overhang the city like a vast 
and ominous umbiella. There was still 
plenty of time to get away in safetj, nnd 
donbtlcsh a majority of the people did 
escape before the impending volcanic 
stoun bejiiin. Judging from the number 
ot skeletons thus far discovered it seems 
probable that not more than about 2,000 
persons actually perished! However, a 
gient ninny who attempted to leave in 
boats may bn\e lost their lives. 


Admiral Pliny, with a fleet, wns not 


far away, and letters biought by mounted 
couriers reached1 him as eai'ly as 1 p. m. 
that day begging him to come as quickly 
as possible \\ ith his ships and help to 
rescue the people. Ho set sail imme- 
diately and, arriving within sight of Ve- 
suiiub at nightfall, inn into the iniu of 
pumice that was then fulling. 
It \\a> 


impo&bililo to rnnke a landing at Pompeii, 
and so he disembarked at Stabiie, whcio 
it was hailing tinders at such a uite that 
dining the night he was obliged to leave 
the room in which he blept for fear lost 
the door might be blocked up. 
On the 


following inoming he died, being buffo 
cated by volcanic fumes. 


Kaily in the afternoon of Feb. 24 the 


hail of pumice began to fall upon doomed 
Pompeii, the pieces a\ erasing about the 
si/o of a walnut, together with torrents 
of rain. It must then hiive been almost 
too late for anybody who remained in the 
city to get away. 
Repeated shocks of 


earthquake contributed to the honor of 
the scene, incidentally demolishing tho 
biidge over the Saino and s>o shutting off 
escape in that direction. Meanwhile ih 
eis of pumice mixed with water flowed 
down tho s>lope of Vesuvius on the othei 
side and ovei whelmed the neighboring 
Ilorculanemn. 


The pumice fell in Pompeii until the 


streets- of the city were covered eight to 
ten feet (loop with it. Its weight bioKe 
in the roofs of many of the houses, and 
tl)c destination of lives must have nlroadj 
bean fripfhtful. 
Nevertheless many ol 


the people still survived, seeking lefnge 
in cellars and other such places of le 
treat. 
They must ha\e imagined that 


there was brill hope when eaily in the 
morning of the next day (Feb. 2o) thcie 
came a great *hock. and allies began fall 
ing in n continuous shower with the lain 
Though dny hail aimed-it grew darker 
thau ever, if possible, u cloud of fiightful 
blackness settling down o\er the land, 
while the lightning and thunder were ap 
palling. 
Shock followed shock, and the 


survivors mtist at lns>t have concluded 
that their last hour was at band. Such 
wns in truth the case. The storm of ash- 
es lasted nearly all day long. They drift- 
ed in through the windows of the houses 
and suffocated all who remained ulivc 
They coveted the city with a sheet of 
death sis to seven feet thick. 


Thus wns completed the destruction oi 


Pompeii. When it was all over, the roofs 
o'f mnny of the houses still emerged above 
the Volcanic debris which had over- 
whelmed the city. Hercuianoum, howev- 
er, bad wholly disappeared under the 
streams of mud, 63 feet deep in spots, 
which had flowed over it. This mud, be- 
ing a sort of natural1 concrete, soon hard 
ened into stone, which, is today of such 
solidity ns to make excavation work ex- 
tremely difficult.—Washington Post.

Scarcely any other great city In the 


world has such a foreground, or rathf-r 
such a forewater, as Is furnished to 
New York by the upper bay and the 
North river. Even more the river than 
the bay, for the city presents Use-it 
"bows on" to the voyager who ap- 
proaches It from the Narrows and 
shows In the southern view a confused 
mass of erections of various forms and 
formlessness. Even this sight is almost 
as Impressive as It is confusing. But 
It Is only when Governois island and 
the Battery are cleared that the com- 
ponent parts of this first view In the 
approach from the sea becbme de- 
tached, and that tho panorama begins 
to unroll Itself.

Tho Mothers of Kings. 


Nearly all the kings and queens of 


Euiope aio descended from two bis- 
ters, daughters of Duke Louis Ru- 
dolph of Biunsulek-Wolfenbuettel.who 
dlod in 17.15, and hl.s wife, Christine 
Louisa, who departed this life in 1747. 
The elder of the sisters, Princess Eliz- 
abeth Christine, subsequent to her con- 
version to the Catholic church married 
the prince who afterward became Em- 
peror Charles VI of Germany. Through 
her daughter, Maria Theresa, she be- 
came tho ancestor of the house of Haps- 
burg-Lothringln, Tuscany, Sicily and 
tylodena, and thiough the marriages of 
female descendants the reigning fam- 
ilies of Poitugal. Brazil and Italy. Sax- 
ony, the present reigning families ot 
Spain and Bavaria, the Spanish Bour- 
bons and all of the Orleans family 
These descendants number, all told, 
nearly 400. The second sister, Princess 
Antoinette Amalie, married her cousin. 
Duke Ferdinand II of Brunswick-Bev- 
ern. They had three daughters and 
one sori. Ohe of the girls is the ances- 
tor of the present royal house of Prus- 
sia, while through the marriages- of 
other female descendants she Is one of 
the progenitors of the reigning families 
of Russia, TeOklenburg-Sthwerln, Ba- 
den and The Netherlands. A second girl 
IB the ancestor of the entire house of 
Coburg, and through it the ruling fam- 
ilies of England, Belgium, Portugal and 
Hesse-ODartrutaat. The third girl Is the 
ancestor of the present reigning houses 
of Denmark, Holstein-Glucksburg, Hcs-< 
se-Cassel and Greece. The line of the 
son, the house of Bhmswlck, became 
extinct In 1883.—Plttsburg Dispatch.

Tenpins and Tenpln BstlU. 


Tenpins are made of rock maple and 


cost $3.60 a set. They formerly cost 
more, but with a greater demand and 
Increased sales prices have been re- 
duced. A perfectly turned and-'hand- 
somely polished rock maple pin is a 
symmetrical ami sightly object. Stand- 
ins In the window of a dealer In thla 
city Is a tenpin ol birdseye maple which 
la- beautiful and attracts much atten- 
tion. And birdseye maple would be & 
good wood for tenpins, but it costs 
twice -as much as rock maple or more, 
"and the beauty spots w^uld scarcely be 
visible from the other end of a "0 foot- 
alley. 


The regulation tenpin Is 15 inches 


high and 15 Inches In circumference at 
the largest part and 2% Inches in diam- 
eter at the base. Pins are sometimes 
made shorter and sometlni'i longer and 
bigger for family alleys, so that they 
may be knocked down more easily, but 
15 inches Is the regulation height. Ten- 
pin balls are sometimes made of rose- 
wood, sometimes of maple, but lignum 
vltsu Is the best wood for tenpin balls.

books and sells the matter as his own. 


Sometimes a really bright man is led 


Into a crime of this kind, for whlchttbero 
is never any excuse. 


A few years ago there was a student at a 


southern college -whose literary gifts made 
him a shining light. When a, prizo was 
offered for a certain essay, every body'sup- 
posed that he would get it. 


Of all the students ho \vas tbe onotman 


who was able to write it. 


The appointed day came, and tbe prize 


was awarded to a new man, while th» ex- 
pulsion of tbe brilliant student was recom- 
mended. 


It seems that tbe fellow had shirked'his 


work and had stolen an article bodily irom 
Blackwoou.

notable public address. Ho was too busy, 
ho said, and was away from his library. I 
wrote up the matter in narrative style and 
turned it over to the great man.

Sometimes an exposune is both ridicu- 


lous and sad. When Vice President Henry 
Wilson died, a southern literary weekly 
started a biographical sketch of him, written 
by the lady to whom he was engaged. I 
saw at a glance that it was stolen from 
Macaulay's essay on Hampden and pub- 
lished tho parallel columns. Tho biograph- 
ical sketch, of course, came to an "untimely 
end, and the lady never appeared in the 
newspapers again. 
How is it that tbe plagiarists continue 


their work? 
Here in Atlanta there are thousands of 


cultured people who have read every line 
that is worth reading, and they cannot be 
deceived. 
Steal an article from a magazine printed 


a century ago, and somebody here in At- 
lanta will locate it. 
Even should the plagiarism escape de- 


tection here somebody will point it out in 
the course of aifew days.

An Animal Tliat Furnishes Sport 


1'i-oflt to the Hunter. 


Tho muskrat is an inoffensive little 


creature, committing no depredation and 
obtaining its food by its own. efforts from 
the waters that it frequents. Its food con- 
sists of different kinds of fish and the fresh 
water or black clams that abound in a 
great many localities. These the muskrat 
doftly "shucks," devouring tho contents 
arid leaving the mother of pearl' lined 
shells in n heap on the shore. I have seen 
bushels and bushels of these shells in one 
spot, .the accumulation of but one year by 
a colony of musUruts. 


The little animal dives to tho bottom, 


secures: the clam and brings it ashore, 
holding it in his mouth. How ho man- 
ages fco Open a clam which defies tho efforts 
of a person equipped with n good instru- 
ment I. never knew. But open them tho 
muskrat docs, und that, too, in surprising 
numbers. 


From tho<.'iid.of its nose to tho tip of 


its .tail .tile full grown miiekrat is about 13 
inchos long. Its color is a grayish red, 
shading to block around the muzzle, legs 
and;fnet. 
The fur Is rather course- and 


thickly filled with long, coarse hair. The 
tail, is devoid .of hair, somewhat flat nnd 
very muscular, being used by the animal 
as a rudder when swimming. 


.It is stated, and correctly,, that in the 


early fall tho .thickness of tho walls of tho 
muskrat houses can bo accepted as an ac- 
curate indication of tho coming winter's 
severity. The little architect has a premo- 
nition and accordingly builds his house 
extra thick if tho winter is to bo very cold. 
A. sudden and unexpected rise- in the 
stream, occasioned by a freshet, will some- 
times cuusu the muskrat to abandon its 
homo, and it then at onco sots about 
building -another. 


Hunting.-.the muskrat is good sport, tho 


favorite season being in the late fall, about 
the tiiuc of "Indian summer." ' Tho best 
way is to take a Hat'bottomed boat nnd 
paddle-quietly along shore to tho homes 
of a colony. If the day is cloudy nnd uot 
too cold, tho rats will be out a few rods 
from tho shore, sporting and feeding. Tho
